present.  A  dumber  of  bills  were  order¬ 
ed!  paid,  and  a  resolution  adopted  that 
the  School*  he  closed  for  the  w*ek  be¬ 
ginning  Monday,  April  5th. 
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Adjournment  of  the  Legislature. 

"It  occur*  to  one  who  kaa  carefully  read 
each  day  the  proceedings  of  tbe  Legisla¬ 
ture,  that  it  baa  been  frae  from  job*  and 
eminently  decent  io  action .  It  Lae  been 
liberal  to  all  tbe  public  institutions,  gen¬ 
erous  to  schools  and  charities,  kindly  to 
every  interest,  but  it  baa  not  surrendered 
one  franchise  of  tbe  State  or  oue  privi¬ 
lege  of  tbe  people.  But  all  this  baa 
bewo  done  so  quietly,  ia  auob  brief  time 
for  such  important  basin  era,  that  the 
One  Hundred  and  Fourth  Legislature 
will  para  into  history  with  about  as  much 
force  and  eclat  aa  a  Quaker  meeting. 
Duty  was  done,  an«l  that  was  all  there 
was  of  it.  Bot  what  it  did  will  remain 
•tead lastly.  Every  need  of  the  State 
was  cared  for.  There  was  a  good  in- 
Oraicb  into  the  pensionary  system  which 
leeches  the  public  purw  ta  some  of  the 
State  (Sloes  and  some  solid  reforms  were 
enforced.  The  State  tea  ha*  been  re¬ 
duced  by  abolishing  it  altogether,  while 
fba  credit  of  New  Jersey  ia  better  than 
•tar.” 

Tbe  above  benediction  upon  oar  do 
parting  legislator*  is  from  an  edi¬ 
torial  ia  the  Newark  Daily  Advertiser  of 
last  Bafiurdaj,  with  which  paper  we  can 
not  wholly  agree.  The  Legislature  has 
accomplished  tome  oom  men  liable  work, 
bot  it  hu  scarcely  earned  the  approval— 
“free  from  jubeaud  eminently  decent  in 
action."  We  have  in  onud  one  “solid  re¬ 
form”  involving.  to  a  considerable  ex¬ 
tent,  a  '  systematic  leeching  of  the  pub- 
lie  porno,"  wbioh  tbe  lower  branch  of  tbe 
Legislature,  ia  tbe  face  of  son  ml  argu¬ 
ment,  refused  to  consider.  We  refer  to 
the  law  publication  job,  a  larceny  which 
Globes  about  876  000  annually  from  the 
pockets  of  tin,  taxpayers  and  puta  it  into 
fhe  pockets  of  rieoretury  Kelsey  and 
favorite  newspaper  publishers.  *  Tbe 
Advertiser,  being  one  of  tbe  63  subsi¬ 
dized  newspapers,  very  naturally  say* 
tbe  Legislature  has  been  “liberal  to  all 
tbo  public  institution*,"  “kindly  to  every 
intercut,”  etc,  but  it  may  ray  so  more  ia 
confirmation  of  tbe  proverbs  “Tbe  ox 
kooweth  hia  master's  crib”;  “whose  bread 
1  cat.  bis  song  I  sing,”  than  from** 
deep  conviction  that  "every  need  of  tbe 
State”  b*v  beeu  cared  for,  etc. 

During  tbe  reoent  session  a  bill  was 
introduced  in  the  Senate  repealing  tbe 
newspaper  publication  lav  and  provid¬ 
ing  for  pamphlet  publication  instead. 
W  e  give  below  the  argument  of  Senator 
Beckman  in  favor  a (  this  bill,  wbioh 
passed  tbe  8eoate  with  only  four  dissent¬ 
ing  vote*.  But  ia  the  House  jiAT. Pant¬ 


ing  Committee  succeeded  in  defeating 
tbe  bill,  as  well  m  another  having  the 
same  reform  in  view.  It  i*  hinted  that 
tbe  Committee,  iu  preventing  the  bill 
from  passing,  was  infl  lenced  by  other 
motives  and  more  convincing  arguments 
than  those  of.  honed  duty  and  pure 
statesmanship.  However  that  may  be, 
and  even  oouoediug  that  oar  Now  Jersey 
legislators,  finlike  those  of  Pennsylvania, 
Near  York  and  other  State*,  are  “above 
suspicion,”  the  views  of  jbe  Washington 
Star,  respecting  the  action  of  the  House 
Committee,  arc  eminently  to  the  poiut. 
It  says  : 

Allowing  that  the  highest  sense  of  pa¬ 
triotism  ruled  tbe  committee  in  this  case, 
we  will  Took  at  a  hat  they  lmve  t-fLcled 
by  their  action.  Briefly  stated,  it  is 
this  :  They  have  insured  the  State  sub 
sidy  to  63  newspapers  in  defiance  of 
every  principle  of  justice,  they  have  put 
on  the  taxpayers  a  use  lee*  burden  of  tax¬ 
ation  amouuiidg  to  about  875  000  for 
tbe  rear  1880.  they  have  increased  the 
State  House  King  hy  putting  off  the 
chances  of  successful  investigation,  they 
they  have  strengthened  the  bonds  al¬ 
ready  existing  between  the  County  Seat 
and  State  House  Rings,  they  have  shown 
that  in  tlie  corruption  at  Trenton  there 
are  neither  Democrats  oar  Republicans 
in  polities  when  tbe  pocket  is  concerned, 
arul  that  members  of  both  parties  have 
drifted  into  a  common  rogues'  union  for 
mutual  profit  aDtl  protectlrn.  They 
have  emphasised  the'faot  that  politics  is 
turned  into  a  machine  for  squeezing  tbe 
treasury,  and  that  men  ordinarily  honeat 
in  their  business  transactions  become  to¬ 
tally  immoral  os  soon  aa  they  go  into 
politics. 

Speech  of  Sen, dor  Beckman  of  Monmouth 

County,  on  ike  Act  to  Repeal  Ike  Pubk- 

cation  tf  the  Lines  in  the  newspapers. 

The  act  before  tbe  Senate  provides, 
that  the  laws  enacted  at  each  session 
shall  be  published  in  pamphlet  form 
within  forty  days  after  the  Legislature 
adjourns  and  shall  be  distributed  among 
the  people  of  each  county  according  to 
population.  Twenty  thousand  copies 
are  required  by  this  act,  which  wilt  give 
one  copy  to  every  ten  voters,  and  give  it 
to  them  io  a  suitable  shape  for  preser¬ 
vation  and  refersnee.  I  believe  more 
copies  are  provided  than  will  be  demand 
ed.  but  atill  it  mav  be  well  thns  to  meet 
the  argument  that  the  laws  shonld  gen¬ 
erally  be  published.  It  will  cost  tbe 
State  about  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
yearly.  Heretofore  tbe  laa  a  have  been 
published  in  certain  favored  newspaper* 
at  an  expeoae  yearly  of  about  sixty  thou¬ 
sand  dollar*.  Tbe  passage  of  this  bill 
will  rave  the  Bute  some  forty-five  thou- 
sead  dollars— almost  eDongh  to  pay  tbe 
salaries  ef  the  judges  of  our  Supreme 
Court.  It  is  raid  that  the  people  ask  for 
the  publication  of’  the  laws  iu  certain 
newspapers.  Ia  this  true  7  There  have 
been  do  petitions  before  the  Senate  to 
continue  this  method  of  publication. 
There  ia  no  pressure  by  the  people  on 
tbe  members  of  tbo  Legislature  to  con¬ 
tinue  this  extravagant  way  of  publishing 
tbe  laws. 

Speaking  for  the  people  of  Monmouth 
county,  I  can  safely  ray  that  nine-tenths 
of  tbe  people  regard  this  method  as  a 
subsidy  ,  that  tbe  benefits  derived  are 
not  commensurate  with  tbe  cost  1  be 
lieve  this  is  tbe  real  sentiment  of  a  large 
majority  of  the  people  of  tbia  State,  and 
as  a  representative  of  tbe  people  I  would 
not  lefieot  tbeir  convictions  if  I  voted 
against  this  bill. 


I  believe,  farther,  that  the  honorable 
portion  of  the  editorial  fraternity,  in 
their  conaciaoee.  regard  this  method  of 
publishing  the  laws  in  the  newspapers  aa 

legalized  robbery.  If  it  bn  right  to  pub¬ 
lish  the  laws  enacted  at  each  session  of 
the  Legislature  in  such  an  extravagant 
way,  it  would  be  right  to  publish  the  de¬ 
cisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  our 
Court  of  Chancery,  for  theee  decision* 
are  of  equal  force  as  laws  and  precedents. 
I  know,  Mr.  Presided,  that  the  press  is 
powerful,  either  to plecrj  or  laud  public 
men  ;  that  they  can  mould  public  op ' 
ion,  and  ate  the  medium  between  pul 
men  and  the  people  whom  they  repre¬ 
sent.  It  is  probably  this  consideration 
wbioh  led  to  the  enaotmeut  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  unjust  laws  and  to  Ibair  continuance 
on  our  (statute  book.  Nevertheless,  as 
legislators  pledged  to  be  true  to  tbe  in¬ 
terest*  ot  set  wfifiHsMtiM  we  are 
bound  to  vote  for  a  just  and  rightqous 
measure  like  this,  even  though  we  draw 
down  ou  our  beads  the  abuse  of  ths  en¬ 
tire  pres- — even  though  -the  writers  of 
the  press  revile  and  score  us  from  Dan  to 
Beersbebo.  I  know,  hotarever,  that  while 
there  are  unscrupulous  and  selfish 
wretches  among  newspapermen,  as  there 
are  in  all  other  pursuits,  still  there  are 
likewise  high  minded  and  bouost  men, 
whe  will  never  disparage  a  legislator  for 
hi*  discharge  of  duty,  or  oall  in  question 
his  vote  as  a  member  of  this  Senate,  pro¬ 
vided  be  follows  hia  honest  convictions. 
The  pnblioatioo  of  the  laws  in  the  news¬ 
papers  is  unfair  to  thoao  papers  who  have 
no  politics)  influence  to  procure  thii 
political  subsidy.  It  supports  and  sas 
tains  papers  ont  of  the  taxpsycr’s  pocket 
which,  perhaps,  could  not  exist  on  any 
merits  of  their  own.  Neither  docs  this 
method  of  pnblioation  reach  all  of  the 
people,  only  the  subscribers  of  three  or 
four  favored  ergaus.  For  example,  in 
Monmouth  oounty  three  papers,  with  an 
average  circulation  of  fifteen  hundred, 
publish  the  laws  ;  that  ia,  if  all  the  sub¬ 
scribers  of  these  papers  rerido  in  the 
coanty  and  ere  voters,  tbe  law*  reach 
forty  five  hundred  persona  ;  our  voting 
population  is  ten  thousand  ;  thns,  you 
se»\  by  this  method  not  one-half  of  the 
voters  get  tbe  law*.  Then  they  come  io 
an  inconvenient  shape,  published  from 
week  to  week  in  newspaper*  with  no  In¬ 
dex,  it  is  troublesome  to  find  s  law.  Be¬ 
sides,  we  can't  tell  as  to  typographical 
errors,  and  iu  important  measure*  we  are 
obliged  to  send  to  tbe  Seoretary  of  State 
for  oertiAed  copies.  It  postpones  dis¬ 
tribution  of  pamphlet  laws  until  a  late 
date  ;  last  year  we  did  not  receive  them 
until  October:  Again,  nearly  all  the  laws 
passed  at  each  session  refer  to  some  fir¬ 
mer  laws,  or  are  supplements  to  theioa, 
and  without  the  Revision  of  tbe  lews  it 
i*  impossible  to  half  understand  the  de¬ 
tached  laws  passed  at  our  anonal  sesmoa. 
This  method,  too,  is  calculated  to  des¬ 
troy  the  independence  <_f  the  pres*,  odd
